DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

1 . This is in response to an amendment/response filed on May 19***, 2008. 

2. Claims 1, 3-5, 6, and 8-10 have been amended. 

3. Claims 2 and 7 have been cancelled. 

4. No new claims have been added. 

5. Claims 1, 3-6, 8-10 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 
6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For independent claim 1, the prior art fails to show alone or in combination a method of 
receiving coded digital data symbols through a transmission channel comprising the steps of 
selecting from the calculated estimate a second number of bits to achieve a rounded estimate 
wherein selecting the second nimiber of bits depends on a target block error rate and wherein the 
step of selecting the second number of bits comprises the step of multiplying the estimate by a 
scaling factor and truncating a number of bits from the multiplied estimate. Yaguchi (U.S. 
Patent 6,980,584) in view of Subrahmanya (U.S. Patent 6,807,429) disclose a method of 
receiving coded digital data symbols sent from a fransmitter through a transmission channel but 
fails to disclose selecting the second number of bits depending on a target block error rate 
wherein the step of selecting the second number of bits comprises the step of multiplying the 
estimate by a scaling factor and truncating a number of bits from the multiplied estimate. 
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Independent claim 6 is allowable for similar reasons. Dependent claims 3-5 and 8-10 are 
allowable because they depend on the allowed claims.
